DROUGHT. 


Caiue, Effect and Remedy of an Evil tram 


Which Farmers Suffer. 


Prof. B. Puryear, "of the Richmond 


College, has given the American farmer 
a lengthy article on drought, which one 
can read with a good deal of interest 
at present. Ho opens his work by ask- 
ing n question: "Who feels like work; 
who can work under the dead Septem- 
ber heat?" Will scientists explain why 
the same temperature in Jane and Sep- 
tember arc so much more Intolerable 
in the latter case? Is the September 
heat unpolarized heat? Certain it is 
that a temperature which we can easily 
bear in June is grievously distressing 
in September. 
Who will rise to ex- 


plain? 


One would think that, having been 


accustomed to tbe heat of summer, we 
could better bear the high temperature 
in September than in the early sum- 
mer, but it is not so. 


But we are contending now not with 
heat only, but wilh a severe and pro- 
•traeted drought. The drought nowupon 
'us is severe, because the atmosphere ia 
'extremely arid. Droughts occurring 
jat the same seasons in different years, 
jand with the temperature of the at- 
imosphero the same, may be very une- 
qually disastrous. In ono case the 
'blades of corn may twist and wilt in 
ten days after the drought sots in; iu 
[another case not for three weeks or 
(more—perhaps not at all. Why? We 
must remember that seventy-live per 
icent., and frequently more, of living 
vegetation is water, and that this water 
is just as much a part of the plant as 
the condensed solids that constitute the 
vegetable skeleton. 
Now, water is 


always 
passing 
by 
evaporation 


from 
the 
leaves 
of 
plants, 


and 
the 
rate 
of 
evaporation 


depends chiefly upon the hygrometric 
condition of the atmosphere. When 
the atmosphere is very dry it sucks up 
moisture from plants very rapidly; 
when the atmosphere is humid, evapo- 
fration takes place slowly, and is ar- 
jrestod altogether when the atmosphere 
lis saturated with aqueous vapor. It is 
(obvious,then, that evaporation may take 
[place very rapidly during a drought, 
Snaking the drought disastrous; or very 
Islow, so making the drought compara- 
tively harmless. For more particular 
illustration, lot us say that it has not 
(rained for two weeks, and that the at- 
mosphere is very dry. In such a case 
plants lose water by evaporation rap- 
fdly, and immediate and serious damage 
ensues. 


But if, while no rain falls, the atmos- 


phere is all the time humid, evapora- 
tion will take place slowly and plants 
will sufl'or but little, if al all. The loss 
of water by evaporation from the 
Braves, when tho atmosphere is humid, 
is so sm.ill that it is, supplied, or nearly 
supplied by tho roots, iind hpnco tho 
drought itinv be protracted bctore in- 
SliclinD; serious detriment on growing 
vegetation. A drought then, of a given 
(length and of a certain temperature 
|may be disastrous. In another jear 
and at the same season, another drought 
equally long and accompanied by the 
same temperature, may occur and de- 
but little damage. In the former case 
the atmosphere is dry, and evaporation) 
is rapid; in tho latter the atmospherq 
is humid and evaporation is slow. 


Have

against 
droughts? To no inconsiderable ex- 
tent we have, and that remedy ib deep 
plowing. 
1, Deeply plowed lands receive., 


when rains are abundant, into their sub- 
stance all or nearly all the water that 
Sails; none or little runs off from the 
'fiorftoce. Snch lands have therefore at 
larger storehouse of water, from which; 
ntaato may draw their supplies—cropa 
will stand a drought better for thisi 
reason. But the farther the waten 
sinks mto the substance of the soil, the 
(smaller is the amount which the hod 
isun of stanmer will evaporate. Twelve 
(inches beneath the surface, the soil isl 
|in»ny degrees cooler in summer tban( 
(the surface, and hence if the soil be 
(OBce saturated to that depth, much 
Bess water is dissipated and lost by 
,solar heat. 
Deeply plowed lands, 


'therefore, not only receive into their1 
substance more water when rains arei 
loopious, but hold this water with, 
[greater grip and tenacity. 
2. Deeply pulverized soil is permea- 


Ible by the atmosphere, and tho atmos- 
phere, how dry soever, always con- 
itains some aqueous vapor. In a per- 
ifcctly dry atmosphere our bodies would 
.shrivel in a very few hours into mum- 
onies; all plants would wilt and die iu 
ta day. When the atmosphere can de- 
iscen'd deeply into the soil, the cool soil 
deprives the aqueous vapor of heat, and 
so converts it into water and deposits 
lit just where it is most needed, about 
the rootlets of plants. In other words, 
8n deeply plowed lands dew is being 
•deposited in varying quantities all the, 
time about tho roots. Here is another 
reason why crops stand droughts bet- 
ter in deeply plowed lands. 
8. Water is always rising from below 


by the capillarity of the soil, but it 
rises slowly through a hard and com- 
pact soil—with ease through a deeply 
pulverized soil. Hence the more deep- 
ly tho soil is plowed, tho larger will 
be the amount of water drawn up from 
below by capilliary attraction.

on the character of the opossum. So far 
from possessing the remarkable cun- 
ning with which he is popularly ac- 
credited, he pronounces it a remarka- 
bly stupid animal. This it a conclu- 
sion based on original observations. 
He asserts that the feigning death of 
this animal, o*- "playing 'possum," i» 
not a voluntary act at all, but an invol- 
untary fainting fit. The assertion that 


; feigns death involves two postulates, 
lat the opossum realizes what death is 
nd has discovered by experience some 
>rofit in the trick. Mr. Abbott con- 
fiders its propensity to swoon under 
he influence of fear a "merciful pro- 
ision that destroys without pain all 
ecsation when it is about to be torn to 
>ieces."
